Tw o Real Enemies cf the Progress of 
the Human Race. 
Washington, Nov. 8.—Alcohol and 
alcoholism are two of the real and 
substantial enemies of moral, artistic 
and emu merci ll progress of the bu 
loan race, according to the report of 
the United States delegates to the 
twelfth International congress on al­ 
coholism, held In Ix>r.don last July, 
and made public by the state depart­ 
ment. 
Twenty five governments Here 
represented, the delegates of each 
concurring in the general finding that 
alcohol not only was unnecessary to 
human life and comfort but was In­ 
imical to both. 
While the congress urged the neces­ 
sity of imposing the most rigorous re 
strietlons on the sale and traffic in 
alcoholic liquors, it regarded as equal­ 
ly important the need of educating 
the younger generation to a true 
knowledge of what alcohol is and 
what its effects upon the human sys­ 
tem are. 
While acknowledgment Is made that 
the organization of associations of 
Juvenile abstainers U useful, it is de­ 
clared the chief reliance should be 
placed on scientific temperance edu­ 
cation in the public schools as a means 
cif ridding tho public mind of errors 
about the effects of alcohol and sub­ 
stituting the facts th it science is de­ 
clared to have evolved about the use 
of the beverage, even when taken in 
small doses.

Hibbing. Mum., Nov. 8.—Two fac­ 
tions of Italian miners, filled with 
blind pig liquor, terrorized Steven­ 
son, nine railes southwest of here, in 
a fight, during which one was shot 
to death while trying to stop the row, 
three others were wounded and two 
were arrested. 
Others, also probably 
wounded, escaped before the officers 
arrived. 
The lid went on in Hibbing and gen- 
crH’y throughout the towns of this 
vicinity for the first Sunday yester­ 
day and the Italians, unable to secure 
liquor iu town. went to a hut along 
Carson's lake, eight miles southwest 
of here and one mile east of Steven­ 
son, wheie they secured liquor of a 
person now a fugitive from the police. 
Late in the afternoon they began 
walking hack to their rooming house 
in Stevenson, where they arrived iii 
an ugly mend about evening. 
They 
set about whipping some of Hie more 
peaceable Italians who had refused 
to join them in their trip to Carson’s 
lake.

were 
wounded and bleeding on the floor 
when the Italian proprietor of the 
rooming house appeared and tried to 
stop th5 affair. 
One of the Italians 
drew' 
an 
automatic 
revolver 
and 
pumped six bullets, the entire con­ 
tents of the magazine, into the host, 
ivho fell instantly dead. 
Giovanni Farcano and Joe Marko, 
both seriously wounded, have been 
Jailed charged with complicity in the 
crime.

matic revolver has not yet been cap­ 
tured.

Chicago, Nov. 8.—Plunging over the 
abutment of the cast side of the 
Jackson street bridge, a big automo­ 
bile carried at least two women and 
a man to their death in the river. 
It 
Is possible that the auto carried six 
passengers. 
The bridge was turned to allow a 
steamer to pass, and the man in the 
automobile evidently did not see the 
• ive! yawning before him. 
The big 
auto, which was going at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour, shot far out into 
the stream, and the next moment the 
screams of the terrified women, strug­ 
gling in tho water, reached persons on 
the banks. 
It was not until some time later that 
any clue could be secured as to the 
identity of the victims. 
It is believed 
that the autorr.obila belonged to R. T. 
Miles, a member of the (Chicago Auto­ 
mobile club. 
The names of the wo­ 
men are unknown. 
It wag said at the 
automobile club that Miles was not in 
the machine. 


Did Not See Warning Lights. 
Evidently the man who drove the 
big touring car did not hear the whis­ 
tle or see the lights of the east side 
of the bridge. 
No rope or chain was 
stretched to keep automobiles and 
vehicles from plunging into the open 
draw, and no policeman is stationed 
there at that hour. 
The death of the man and one of 
the woman brought out a special act 
of heroism on the part of the man. 
When he came to the surface of the 
river after the automobile had sunk 
lie caught hold of the woman and 
culled for her to b* quiet and not get 
frightened. 
Then he placed her arms 
about his waist and, weighted as he 
was with a heavy overcoat and other 
clothing, started to swim with his 
helpless companion down the river to 
ward Van Buren street. 
His struggles were labored nnd the 
bridge tender of the Jackson street 
bridge tried to throv/ him a life pre­ 
server as he floated out into the river 
but was unsuccessful. 
However, shouts and cries aroused 
W. F. Daley, bridge tender of the Van 
Buren street bridge, and he threw a 
!ife preserver out to the struggling 
man, who could not reach it, and the 
man and woman sank. 
It is believed that the other persons 
in the machine were entangled in the 
tonneau of the auto and sank to th3 
bottom with the machine.

Kimball, hearing rumors cf Intend­ 
ed action, left Larimore six weeks ago 
for Oklahoma City, where he stayed 
with a friend up to three weeks ago, 
when he left.

Washington, Nov. 8.—The falling 
off in exports from the United States 
in 190b when compared with the im­ 
mediately preceding year seems to 
have been a mere incident of general 
trade conditions in the commercial 
world rather than the result of any 
lack in popularity of American goods 
in 
foreign 
markets. 
Figures 
just 
compiled by the bureau of statistics 
of .he department of commerce and 
labor show t hat tho United States con­ 
tributed ii 1j08, in fact, a larger per­ 
centage of the imports of the princi­ 
pal foreign countries of the world 
than in the earlier years when our 
export trade was at its maximum. The 
exports from ihe United States in the 
calendar year 1908, as is well known, 
fell $170,000,000 below those of 1907 
and $46,000,000 below those of 1906. 
Much interest has been felt as to the 
real cause of this large falling off in 
exports. 
The bureau of statistics has, 
in the attempt to determine the cause 
of this decline in exports in 1908, 
made a careful analysis of the im­ 
ports of the principal countries to 
which our exports ara sent, with the 
purpose of determining whether the 
reduction in purchases of products of 
the United States was due to larger 
purchases from other sources by those 
countries, 
respectively, 
cr 
whether 
the reduced value of their respective 
imports from us was merely a part 
of a general reduction in their im­ 
ports. 
This analysis is based in each 
case upon official figures of the re­ 
spective countries in question. 
The result of this study shows that 
merchandise from the United States 
formed in 1903 a larger percentage of 
the total imports of the principal 
countries of the world than in 1907 
or. iii most eases, In 1906, and that 
the decline in our exports in those 
years wa* thus, apparently, due to 
a general reduction in imports by 
other countries rather than any un­ 
popularity of, or discrimination against 
our own products.

CUMMINS ANSWERS CANNON 


Iowa Senator Replies to Criticisms by 
the Speaker. 
Chicago, Nov. 8.—Senator Cummins 
of Iowa, in an address before tho 
Marquette club, made a spirited re­ 
play to Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, 
who recently criticised the attitude 
of the senator and “insurgents” as to 
the tariff, and declared that Senator 
Curr ie irs practically proposed ic join 
hands with Bryan 
Mr. Cummins branded the latter as­ 
sertion as false, declaring it to be 
“simply an appeal to blind passion 
and a senseless prejudice.” 
Further­ 
more, he said, there was no intention 
to accept as final the revision of the 
tariff, against which the "insurgents” 
voted. 
“I marvel at not only the audacity 
but the madness which inspires the at­ 
tack which has been made upon the 
insurgents, for if Mr. Cannon and his 
allies shall bo successful iii putting 
every man out of the Republican party 
who would not have voted for the 
tariff bill had he been a member of 
congress, he will nave eliminated a 
majority of the Republicans in every 
Northern 
state from 
Ohio to 
the 
Rocky mountains,” declared Senator 
Cummins. 
Further along, the speaker said: 
"To say that tho tariff bill just adopt 
ed is not a fulfillment of the Republi 
can platform is only the truth, and it 
contains no invitation or suggestion 
to any Republican to forsake his party 
candidate.” 
Mr. Cumniin3 said that the Repub­ 
licans in sympathy with the insur­ 
gents intended to reduce the influence 
of leaders id the party, mentioning 
Senator Aldrich, Speaker Cannon and 
Representative Payne in this connec­ 
tion. to that point at which they will 
feel it necessary to consult rather 
than command.

twenty-five 
years 
Is 
.nown as the greatest inventive per­ 
il of history, but the next twenty- 
ive will outstrip it so much th at 
the facts were fully foretold our 
eaders would consider it all pure 
lotion. 
The greatest development 
ill be in the hydro-electric line, 
nd it won’t be long now until steam 
engines, horses and pump-handles 
ill be Out of date machines. 
Let 
look ahead into this period. 
Ev- 
rv leading highway is run with elec- 
•ic leads, more generally than we 
ow find telephone wires. 
AH city 
achilles are run with electric mot- 
rs, the housewife turns a switch for 
.eat as well as one for light when 
[ie long evenings and the frosty 
easons come along, the invisible cur- 
,nt runs the sewing machine and 
cks the cradle, cleans the rugs 
nd washes the dishes, the up to date 
rmer presses the button to pump 
ie water for his livestock, simply 
oses a switch for power to run his 
resiling machine and corn cutter, 
e milking machine has ar: electric 
rd attached as he moves around 
e stable which does the work noise- 
isiy and conveniently as long as 
e is careful that the cow don't get 
er foot tangler up in the wire, his 
agons are fitted with mo ors and 
e simply backs up to the plugs in 
is yard to charge the storage bat- 
ries, his plows, binders and other 
griculture machinery are either run 
y storage batteries or a trolly line 
retched across the field. 
The elec- 
ic power and heat is distributed ov- 
■ the country and is sold by meter 
ie the same as electric light is now 
pplied to the business houses and 


system water power could be used 
only by building the mill on the dam 
or flume, but now water power can be 
transformed Into 
electric 
energy 
and the rapids way up in the woods 
and In the hills can be made to do 
the work fifty miles away, and thus 
you can see how our streams large 
and small can be made to do our 
work and the clouds carry our fuel 
to us without any transportation 
charges. 
This comes incidentally as a set­ 
tlement of the fuel question as the 
discovery of the cheap processes of 
making steel settle the lumber ques­ 
tion and otherwise 
dire 
necessity 
would be staring us 
in 
the 
face. 
Look at our rivers large and small 
and see the powerful forces which 
are now running to waste but which 
great power we have learned to hus­ 
band and use, and now you see why 
the big corporations 
wishing 
to 
strengthen and hold their grip upon 
our throats are striving to get hold 
of our principal water powers. 
And 
they would own the earth and all 
that is in it if they got them. 
The general electric and allied cor­ 
porations with yise heads at the 
helms saw this point many years ago 
and they have now already got con­ 
trol of our best water powers, they, 
have quietly bought them up and 
developed many besides the harness­ 
ing of Niagara Falls, and the most 
of them was secured without the 
payment of any money 
as 
under 
loose state laws they have been able 
to secure them by simple filing of 
claim. 
That is what the Ballenger- 
Pinchot controversy has been over. 
The trusts were after the water pow­ 
ers of the upper Missouri river, and 
the Hill and Harriman railroads were 
in the deal. 
By filing on certain wa­ 
ter powers and locating a low rail­ 
road grade through a certain valley 
in Montana they would control the 
water powers of the upper Missouri, 
and in this case they did not want 
it so much for water power as to 
be able to charge for every inch of 
water that it would be necessary to 
use out of that river for irrigation 
for 
Eastern 
Montana. 
President 
Roosevelt 
was 
informed 
of 
the 
scheme by 
Forestry 
Commissioner 
Pinchot and Roosevelt immediately 
withdrew from entry all government 
land in th at territory, thus complete 


oils millers. 
They kept a couple of 
old steam boats running on the river 
above the falls while they were milk­ 
ing the national treasury for paying 
for the great work but the boats 
were tied up to rot as soon as the 
last needed appropriation was made 
•and the river filled with logs so a 
row’ boat could not get through. 
We 
are the government and own those 
streams and their power, and are we 
going to give our public rights away 
so we may have the privilege of buy­ 
ing back our goods at a great price? 
Do the vituals taste better if we have 
to pay to eat at our own tables? 
Are we so anxious to be doing busi­ 
ness that we prefer to have unnec­ 
essary middleman dealing out our 
goods to us and saying how much we 
shall eat and how much we shall 
wear and how much we shall lay by 
for the rainy day of old age? 
The American people are too easy 
and they seem still to enjoy being 
humbugged as in old P. T. Barnum’s 
day, but they will sooner or later 
rise in their might and fight out of 
difficulties and impositions, and how 
they 
are 
going 
to 
throw 
off 
this bondage and save themselves 
will be commented upon in my next. 
We are especially interested in this 
subject. 
The Mississippi river above 
and through here is going to be do­ 
ing some big business before very 
many years and the trusts have al­ 
ready their claims on part of it.

the new secretary of interior had not 
been in office three weeks until he 
without giving the usual public no­ 
tice restored all these public lands 
to entry and the trusts made their 
filings before the public had any 
knowledge of the restoration, and the 
Standard Oil crowd practically be­ 
came the owners of Eastern Monta­ 
na as the filings they made not only 
controlled the waters of Missouri but 
the waters of the Snake river and 
Salmon river and other tributaries of 
Big Muddy. 
In Montana and Eastern Washing­ 
ton and Oregon and many other dis­ 
tricts water is more valuable for ir­ 
rigation than for power, but wheth­ 
er it is used for power or irrigation 
the trusts will in this as well as in 
other matters base their prices for 
sale of water not upon what it cost 
them with a dividend attached but 
upon what the business will bear. 
They can sell electric power for half 
of what it can be produced in any 
other way and then make a profit 
of one hundred per cent and because 
it is so cheap there can be no compe­ 
tition. 
But the farmer in the dry 
districts will be charged for water 
for irrigation purposes all that he 
can pay and live, the manufacturer 
will be charged for power just as 
high a price as he can possibly pay 
without shutting down his mill, the 
retail merchant and the consumer 
being allowed just margin sufficient 
to keep up his business in one case 
and in the other case to barely live 
and support his family. 
Many sections like Northern Min­ 
nesota have water powers sufficient 
when developed into electric energy 
to run all the machinery as well as 
the railroads in the country and who 
controls these 
powers 
can 
make 
prices. 
God made these water cour­ 
ses and He made them for all the 
people. 
He made them for just the 
purposes that they are now going 
to be used for. 
They have hereto­ 
fore largely been allowed to run to 
waste but the time is now coming 
when we need every inch. 
The run­ 
ning streams are the life blood of the 
continent. 
They are the property 
of the people and not the private 
monopoly of the soulless corporal ions. 
In many cases the trust is not satis­ 
fied in getting the franchise for noth­ 
ing, but by influence and boodle has 
influenced the government to build 
the dam and pay for the overflowage 
and lease the same to it (the trust) 
at a ridiculously low figure and for 
ninty-nine years or more, and the 
public is charged four times what the 
government received for the fran­ 
chise. 
This is done on the theory 
that the dams are needed to help 
navigation, but in many cases it is 
like Minneapolis where Uncle Sam 
spent so many millions of dollars 
to improve St. Anthony 
Falls 
and 
still spends thousands every year 
to keep it in order for the Minneap-

Ile bas made half a 
million dollars during the e-mt five 
years. 
Very handsome return, y-o 
.cly. Let us look at Blank. Ile was 
the chief accountant of one of the big 
railway systems when an uncle, dying, 
left him $20,000. Mind you. lie was an 
expert railway statistician aud an ex­ 
ceptionally able young man to boot. 
Ile knew bis own road like a book, as 
well as some other tilings I bat only the 
directors were aware of. The stock of 
the system looked cheap to him, and 
be used his $20,000 to margin 4.000 
shares. A bull market was beginning, 
and within a month or two Blank’s 
capital bad Increased to $00,000. 
lie 
was content with a ten point rise, 
though the stock advanced ten points 
more. 
That was tho first of Blank’s 
deals. 
Twelve months later he won 
again.

dividend, and he plunged once more. 
H e waited six months for his point 
this time, and his investigation had 
cost him $5,000.

the United S tates in the F ar East. It 
woe learned from the highest expert 
authority in Chim be affairs th at “the 
open door la no longer a living issue.” 
T his statem ent, hum iliating to the 
pride of A m ericans, is put forth with 
circum stantial proofs. 
Secretary Knox, it appears, in spite 
of the president, has lent him self to 
a reversal of the policy of his pre­ 
decessor. 
It is shown th at the guarantees of 
the treaty of Portsm outh have been 
tram pled under foot by Japan and 
Russia. 
I his alliance of old enemies 
is working out a .secret partition of 
M anchuria, in which they have the 
backing of the British caid net 
Above all. it is shown that the 
backstairs influence of Tokio in the 
state departm ent up to this moment 
has been much m ore potent in Far 
E astern affairs than is the good intent 
of the president of the U nited States. 


Ruse of State Department. 
Allegations of an “indiscretion” or 
Mr. Crane’s part is now declared to 
have been a mere ruse of the state 
deportment, which in this m anner has 
acted continuously under the advice 
of tho Japanese. 
According to ti c informant, it was 
at the urgent request of Japan th it 
Mr. Crane was prevented from carry­ 
ing out his original plan of proceeding 
to his post at Peking bv way cf Fu- 
rope, Sib* ria ai d Manchuria. 
The ostensible reason of the Japa­ 
nese 
request was 
that 
Mr. 
Crane 
rr.tght nm. t with Prance Ito and other 
Japanese statesm en at Tokio. 
But if Mr. Crane had been allowed 
to proceed to Peking by way of San 
Francisco lie would have arrived at 
the Japanese capital at a moment 
when the destinies of Manchuria were 
to be settled at Harbin by Prim e Ito. 
in conference with the Russian min­ 
ister cf finance. Kokovsoff. 
If. on the other hand. Mr. Crane had 
proceeded by way of Europe and Man­ 
churia. his Initenerary 
would have 
brought hi a; to Harbin on a day when 
his arrival would have interrupted the 
conference of the Japanese and Rus­ 
sian plenipotentiaries, who had mot 
there to work out a delimitation cf 
“spheres of influence.” 
The Russians, it appears, are to 
have a monopoly in the north of Man­ 
churia and the Japanese in the south

MOORISH SOLDIERS. 


Thsir 
Methods In 
Battle and Their 
8yetem of 8/gnale. 
At fighting on horseback the Moors 
are adepts and extrem ely mobile. 
But 
they are incorrigibly lazy and seldom 
indulge iii night attack. 
W hen they 
attack in force the horsemen usually 
give a lift to the foot soldiers who ac­ 
company them or allow them 
> run 
alongside and hold on to a stirrup iron. 
The mounted men then make a charge, 
wheel round and retire uud make way 
for the footmen, who craw l along tile 
ground, alm ost invisible, and who rise 
to the attack if they come w ithin strik­ 
ing distance of the enemy. 
As a rule, 
the Itiffians prefer to lure detached 
parties into an am bush or defile and 
thus inflict heavy loss upon them . The 
mounted men seldom dism ount to fire, 
and their firing, being from the sad­ 
dle, is very inaccurate. Should the ad 
Vance of the white troops be slow or 
hesitating the Moors effect a bold 
com bination between horsemen and 
footmen and generally succeed in in­ 
flicting heavy losses on their enemy. 
The prime tactics of the Moors are to 
delny the advance of an enemy as 
much as possible by mounted rifle fire 
until they can discern its extent and 
direction and subsequently to try en­ 
veloping the advancing force. 
The 
tribes also indulge in sniping, but not 
to a very great extent, and they also 
fight individually. They do not neglect 
opportunities for stratagem and can 
effect some very clever ruses. 
They 
arc also guilty of abusing the services 
of the w hite flag in action. 
The Moorish intelligence system is 
an excellent one, and the tribes are 
seldom w ithout inform ation regarding 
the movements of an enemy. 
They 
have also an excellent system of sig­ 
naling at night by m eans of sm all fires 
-dotted about tho hills and ravines, 
which are obscured and revealed in 
accordance w ith an ingenious code of 
signals known to them selves.—Chicago 
News.

Statistica on W ork Boing Dona to Find 
and Eradicate Diaaaaa. 
New York. Nov. 8.—A cting for Miss 
Dorothy W hitney, form er president of 
the Junior League of New York city, 
the Bureau of Municipal Research has 
learned 
from 
superintendents 
of 
schools and health boards what 358 
cities in 42 states i nd the D istrict of 
Columbia are doing this year to dis­ 
cover and remove physical defects of 
sc ll o d children. 
All told, these cities 
have a total population of 22,OOH,OOO 
and a total school enrollm ent of over 
4,000,000. 
Of these cities 148 with 
700.000 school children are not m ak­ 
ing any attem pt to discover transm it 
Bible diseases at school; 210 are in­ 
specting for such diseases; 227 are 
exam ining for defective vision; 171 
for breathing trounles, and 117 for 
b a l teeth ; 106 with a population of 
3.2(0,000 have no exam ination of any 
kind for th eir 600,000 school children. 
Because finding diseases and cie 
fe d s does not protect children unless 
discovery is followed by treatm ent, in 
56 cities nurses take children to dis­ 
pensaries or instruct parents at school 
houses; 43 send nurses from house to 
hou*3 to instruct parents and to p er­ 
suade them to have th eir family physi­ 
cians or nearby dispensaries give the 
necessary attention; 93 send out cards 
of Instruction about tuberculosis, den 
tai hygiene and diet to parents, eith­ 
er by children or by m all; while 147 
cities have arranged special co-opera­ 
tion w ith dispensaries, hospitals and 
dental care which is found necessary.

Exam iners Advocate Such Method of 
Raising Improvement Funds. 
St.. Paul, Nov. 8.—T he taxation of 
state tim ber lands and other lands 
which are held for the benefit of the 
state tru st funds, to help in building 
roads and 
making other local im­ 
provem ents. is suggested in two re­ 
ports m ade to State A uditor Iverson 
by T. L. Duncan of Northome and 
Nils A. O tterstad of T urtle River, 
both exam iners for the stute in the 
swamp land contests which the state 
has been defending. 
Both of the reports give much light 
on the controversy which has been 
going on between State Auditor Iver­ 
son and certain people in tile north­ 
ern part of the state who have suf­ 
fered by the state’s defense of its 
title to the valuable timbered swamp 
lands given to the state by the federal 
government and beth reports, while 
they tell of hardships which have 
sometimes been worked on actual set­ 
tlers who happened to settle on state 
land, express the greatest contempt 
for the “short visit” homesteader, the 
man who lives in Chicago or St. Paul 
or Bemidji and makes an occasional 
visit lo some piece of land in order 
to establish a claim to the title and 
get the valuable timber.
